REMARKS 

Applicants will address each of the Examiner's rejections and objections in the order in 
which they appear in the Final Rejection. 

Claim Objections 

In the Final Rejection, the Examiner objects to Claims 43 and 53 for informalities therein. 
These informalities were mere typographical errors in the claims. Accordingly, Applicants are 
amending the claims in accordance with the Examiner's suggestions, and it is respectfully requested 
that these objections be withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

The Examiner also rejects Claims 42-59 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 and 14 of US 6,426,787. This rejection 
is respectfully traversed. 

While Applicants traverse this rejection, in order to advance the prosecution of this 
application, Applicants are submitting herewith a terminal disclaimer and fee. Accordingly, it is 
respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn. 

New Claims 

Applicants are also adding new Claims 60-78 and canceling Claims 44-46 and 54-56 
without prejudice or disclaimer. The fee for new claims has been calculated as shown below.
